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VETERANS MOVE. 
ON NEW ORLEANS 


Crowds Theang the Depot as 
Trains Come. in 


Atlanta Veterans and Firemen’'s 
Drum Corps Got Away with a 
Hurrah—All Arrangements 
Made for Governor’s 
Party To Leave. 


Atlanta was in the hands of the vet- 
frans yesterday; at least they owned 
that section of it adjacent to the union 
depot from sunrise to sunset and even 
afterwards Such an aggregation of en- 
gines and coaches and veterans and la- 
dies as crowded the depot from morn- 
ing until night has seldom been seen there 
before. } 

The regular train seheduled to leave 
the city at 6:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing carried thirteen coaches, half a dozen 
extras having been put on to take care 
of a small portion of the crowd. 

But there was a crowd to talk about 
that went out on the second section 
of this train, carrying sixteen coaches, 
shortly after 9 o'clock. It was this train 
that carried the firemen’s drum and bugle 
corps in command of Chief W. R. Joyner, 
Yaarab, the mascot, Spaniard and the 
rest of the Atlanta contingent. The drum 
corps made merry with gay music while 
preparations for the departure wefe be- 
ing made, 

On this train also were the veterans 
of Camp Walker in command of J. Sid 
Holland, of Camp Tige Anderson, com- 
manded by Judge S. H. Landrum, and 
members of Wheeler’s cavairy. Old bat~ 
tle flags wete in conspicuous evidence, 
and ladies were seen in almost every 
coach. 

There was little change of scene 
around the depot in the afternoon when 
other trains began to move. There were 
three sections of the afternoon train 
for New Orleans, and the Atlanta and 
West Point found itself taxed to get 
hold of the equipment needed. Never has

There were 250 veterans, visitors and la- 
dies in this party, and they left the 
city on the second section of the after- 
noon train shortly after 5 o'clock.

New Orleans, May 18.—One hundred 
thousand visitors within her gates and 
more arriving on every train; ten thou- 
Sand veteran soldiers of the confederacy 
as her especial charge and hundreds 
more upon their way; bands of men clad 
in the ancient gray parading tnrough the 
Streets; the crash of bands and the cheers 
of thousands who line the thoroughfares 
—that is the situation in New Orleans 
tonight on the -eve of the thirteenth an- 
nual reunion of the United Confederate 
Veterans. 

Never in the history of the city have 
such lavish preparations been made for 
the reception and entertainment of peo- 
ple from abroad as has been made for 
this occasion, and from all appearances 
they will be successful to the last degree. 
The local committees are thoroughly up 
in their work and quarters are provided 
for all who come as soon as they ask 
for them. All over the city the hospita- 
le citizens have thrown open their doors, 
the hotels are filled to o@erflowing and 
thousands of the old soldiers have taken 
quarters in the camp at the fair grounds, 
where excellent arrangements have been 
made for housing and entertaining them. 
By tomorrow morning the great mass 
of visitors. will have arrived and it is 
roughly estimated that fully 150,000 people 
will be here by the time the convention 
Opens at noon. 

The City Decorated. 

On all sides it is conceded that the 
Present. reunion»will be one of the most 
successful. that “has ever been held by 
the organization. Neo more’elaborate dec-

city than the é¢itizens of New Orleans 
nave arranged for this reunion. Canal 
street is a blaze of crimson bunting, fes- 
tooned, grouped, twined, flung loose in 
streamers and revealed in countless toss- 
ing banners. All the side streets are 
also decorated, as are most of the resi- 
dences in the city, but the especial effort 
has been made along Canal street, and 
the effect is most beautiful. The old stars 
and bars form as a matter of course 
the predominant feature in the scheme 
of decorations, but the Stars and Stripes 
are seen on every hand, and on the peak 
of the Auditorium the banner\of the re- 
public. that lives, floats two to one for 
the banner of the republic that died. 

The last finisRing touches were’ put 
to the great auditorium today, and it is 
now ready for the opening of the con- 
vention at:12 o'clock tomorrow. The dec- 
orations are exceedingly handsome and 
arranged in such a manner that from 
no part of the hall do they obscure the 
view of the speaker’s rostrum, and yet 
the entire hall is filled with streamers 
and blue crossed flags in endless profu- 
sion. Outwardly the arrangements seem 
perfect and there is no reason to doubt 
that they will prove all they uppear when 
the actual test comes tomorrow. 

Reunion Opens Loday. 

The exercises of the day will open at 
10 o’clock in the morning, when, under 
the auspices of the Southern Memorial 
Association, services in honor of Jeffer- 
son Davis will be held in Christix church. 
Two hours later the delegates will be 


4 called to order by General John B. Gor- 


don, commander in chief of the United 
Confederate Veterans. There will be 
speeches of welcome to the old soldiers 
from representatives of the state of Lou- 
isiana, of the city and of the various 
‘local bodies of veterans ahd affiliated 
organizations. It is not likely, in fact, 
that the opening session of the convention 
will comprise much of anything bevond 
the addresses of welcome. The’ session 
will conclude with the appointment of 
committees or credentials and resolitions. 

The afternoon meeting will commence 
at 3:30 o’clock and will continue for about 
two hours. Various receptions will also 
be held in the latter part of the afternoon 
and in the evening the veterans and their 
friends will be entertained by concerts 
and fireworks,

For every settler that 
the. south has received from other sec- 
tions it has sent out two; or, while we 
haye 750,000 white persons in the south 
who were born elsewhere, there are l,- 
50, southern-born people living in oth- 
er sections. This section has given more 
than it has received. What the south 
has accomplished, although the work has 
but started, is fllustrated in part by the 
fact that last year it mined 61,000,000 tons 
of bituminous coal and made 3,000,000 tons 
of pig ‘iron. As late as 188 the United 
States mined only 42,000,000 tons of bi- 
tuminous coal and made 3,700,000 tons 
of iron. The south’s bituminous coal 
product is thus 50 per cent larger than 
the entire product of the United States 
only twenty-three years ago.

Great Political Powwow 
Held at Columbus Yes- 
terday, 


Columbus, Miss., May 18.—(Special.)— 
Candidates, statesmen and distinguished 
guests were here today and held one 
of the largest political ‘“‘pow-wows"’ that 
has taken place during the present cam- 
paign for the general elections next Au- 
gust. 

Judge Newman Cayce introduced Judge 
F. A..Critz, of Clay county, candidate 
for governor, who spoke for two hours 
upon his records as a soldier, lawyer, 
jurist, and stated in reference to the 
race question, which is the most impor- 
tant issue in the campaign, that it is 
unconstitutional to bar the negro from 
the public schools. Other speakers were 
Hon. W. G. Keiger, candidate for lheu- 
tenant governor; Hon. T. R. Maxwell and 
T. M. Henry, candidates for state auditor, 
and Hon. T. M. Runnells, candidate for 
secretary of state. 

A recess was taken and at 3 o’clock 
Hon. E. F. Noel, candidate for governor, 
began his address. For three hours he 
assailed the records of his two oppo- 
nents, Major J. K. Vardaman and Judge 
F. A. Critz, and alleged that during their 
terms as state legislators both were op- 
posed to certain measures that they were 
now advocating. 

On account of a previous engagement 
Major Vardaman could not present 
today, but he will speak here Wednes- 
day night.

Good Records. 

Seagirt, N. J., May 18.—With weather 
and shooting conditions entirely satisfac- 
tory, the competition for places on the 
All-American rifle team that will be sent 
to Bisley, England, to endeavor to cap- 
ture the Palma trophy, began here short- 
ly before noon today. About two score 
experts with*the military rifie lined up on 
the range for the allotment to targets. 
From this number the team of eight men 
will be chosen next Wednesday night, 
the selection to be based on the records 
made by the competitors in the firing of 
today, tomorrow and Wednesday.

State Normal school has closed for the 
session and will not reopen until next 
September. The more than 400 young men 
and women in attendance upon that in- 
stitution have returried to their homes 
and the campus has a deserted look. 

The annual cermon was preached at the 
Normal school auditorium yesterday 
morning in the presence of a large con- 
gregation by Rev. D. W. Brannen, of 
Milledgeville. Dr. Brannen took® as his 
text, “Follow Me,” and his remarks were 
addressed to the various qualities that go 
to make up true discipleship. The ser- 
mon abounded in lessons of the greatest 
importance to the young and was one of 
the most profound utterances ever de- 
livered in this city. The music arranged 
for the occasion was inspiring. 

The regular commencement day exer- 
cises were held at the auditorium this 
morning at ll o'clock. They were opened 
with a song by the school and followed 
by prayer by Dr. Isaac S..

BELIEVED NEAR 


Injunction Against Strikers’ 
Continued at the Request 
of Their Attorney. 


Jackson, Ténn., May 18.—Today’s action 
by the federal court in continuing its 
injunction upon request of counsel 
the strikers is construed as a favorable 
indication looking to a settlement of the 
strike on the Mobile and Ohio railroad. 

Following this the Jackson board of 
trade today succeeded in arranging for a 
conference to be held at Mobile to- 
rrorrow between officers and committee- 
men of the strikers and Geygeral Man- 
ager C. S. Clarke and General Counsel 
EE, L. Russell, of the road. 

The feeling here and along the entire 
line is that a settlement is in sight. 
Trains are moving and the freight em- 
bargo has been raised. 

When the federal court met here to- 
day to hear the arguments in the in- 
junction proceedings against the striking 
employees of the Mobile and Ohio rail- 
Toad, Judge W. T. Irwin, of Springfield. 
Mo., speaking for the strikers, said that 
on the face of the bill the judge would 
have to grant the restraining order is- 
sued by sudge Hammond, as it was the 
same as that approved by the supreme 
court in the Debs case. 

Judge Irwin, on behalf of the strikers, 
then submitted to an order for a tem- 
porary injunction until the final hearing, 
to be in the same language as the re- 
straining order. 

The inference is general that this in- 
dicates a speedy settlement of the strike. 
The form of order for injunction was 
agreed upon by the lawyers and court 
then adjourned. 

Five Months for Contempt. 
Springfield, INs., May 18.—James Duffy, 
who fired a gun at a Mobile and Ohio 
train crew, was sentenced to five months’ 
imprisonment today The charge was 
contempt: of an injunction given by the 
federal court restfaining strikers from 
interfering with the operation of the 
railroad. 

Injunction Against L. and N. 

Birmingham, Ala., May  18.—Judge 
Charles A. Senn has granted an itjunc- 
tion and a writ has issued against the 
Louisvile and Nashville Railway Com- 
pany requiring them to show no dis- 
crimination in handling the cars of W. 
Cc. Agee & Co. The injunction grows out 
of the suit for $0,000 damages recently 
fled by W. C. Agec & Co. against the 
Louisville and Nashville railway on the 
ground that the railway company refused 
to load and unload the company’s cars 
at their ware Louses.

Important Ruling Made by Police 
- Board tat hight 


Question Arose in Trial of Officer 
Who Was Charged with Strik- 
ing Negro—Officer Thompson 
Suspended Five Days 
for Drinking. 


At a meeting of the poli@e board last 
night the question as to witen and how 
a policeman should use his club came up 
[and was settled in a very definite and 
emphatic manner. According to a rul- 
ing made, a member of the force must 
not use his club unless in self-defense 
and never because a prisoner uses harsh 
or abusive language, no matter how sé- 
vere such abuse might be. 

Tihhe board tried two patrolmen and it 
was in the trial of Officer W. F. Ander- 
son, who was charged with striking John 
Smith, a notorious character and street 
mountebank.,. 

Two prominent citizens testified that 
they saw Anderson strike the negro be- 
cause the latter walled him a coward 
and country cracker and asked him 
what he intended to swear in the record- 
er’s court. 


Wagon Officer McCarley testified that 
the negro was very abusive and called 
the policeman some ugly names. McCar- 
ley stated that the blow with the club 
fell on his arm and not on the negro’s 
head. : 

Without hearing any further testimony 
the board dismissed the charges against 
the officer. 

Commissioner English made the motion 
and then stated that he did not wish 
the present case to be a precedent for 
\the force. 

“It has always been the policy of this 
board,” said Captain English, “not to 
allow policemen to use their clubs except 
when they were in danger of personal 
violence. It makes no difference what a 
prisoner calls an officer, a policeman has 
no right to use his club. The court is 
the place for him to have his redress. 
A policeman is a peace officer and should 
not lose his temper. I have moved for 
these charges to be dismissed because 
the complainant is such a notorious char- 
acter and because there is some conflict 
in the evidence; but I do not want the 
other members of the force to think 
they can use their clubs because a pris- 
oner happens to abuse or curse them.”’ 

The board passed a resolution calling 
for a rigid enforcement of a rule forbid- 
ding policemen from using their clubs 
except in self-defense. 

The other case was against Officer W. 
I,. Thompson, who was charged with be- 
ing under the influence of liquor while 
on the police picnic. 

Six members of the force testified that 
Thompson was.under the influence of 
‘“‘something.’” About a dozen other of- 
ficers testified that they did not think he 
drank any at the picnic. 

Thompson, it seems, had lost $6 and 
he informed all the policemen at the pic- 
nic that he believed he had ‘been ‘‘touch- 
ed by a pick pocket.”’ 

In making his statement, Thompson ad- 
mitted that he had taken two drinks of 
corn whisky, but he denied being in the 
least under the influence of the liquor. 

The board found him guilty of taking 
the two drinks and sentenced him t@ be 
suspended five days and reprimanded by 
the chairman. 


JUMPED IN RIVER 
TO END HER LIFE 


Young Woman of Lanett At- 
tempted Suicide Yesterday 
Morning. 


West Point, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)— 
Miss Velma Lawrence, daughter of Mrs. 
W. P. Lawrence, living in Lanett, at- 
tempted to take her own life this morn- 
ing by jumping m the Chattahoochee 
river. Miss Lawrence has been an opera- 
tive in the Lanett cotton mills for about 
five years and has always been popular 
with her associates. : 

She arose at the usual hour this morn- 
ing, but left her home without eating 
breakfast, and it was thought she was 
going to her place of work. 

‘A short while later her sister found 
a note with the following farewell mes- 
sage written by her sister: 

“T am tired of life and have gone to 
end my worries. Goodby to all the 
world.” 

She was traced to the banks of the 
river ayout 500 yard§ from the house. 
Miss Lawrence was found in the river 
holding her head above water by clinging 
to the limb: of a tree. When she saw 
the rescuers coming she turned loose 
the limb and sank from exhaustion. 

Arthur M. Ennis jumped in the river 
with all his clothes on and by risking 
his own life succeeded in getting the un- 
conscious body of Miss Lawrence to the 
shore. 

She was moved to her mother’s home 
and medical aid was called in. The 
chances of recovery are slim. 

Miss Lawrence is an attractive young 
lady about twenty-four years old and her 
nome life has always been thought to be 
agreeable. It is said that she was disap- 
pointed in a love affair.

The Farmer’s Year. 

Unless iue machinery of nature 
slips a cog between now and harvest, 
the American farmer is to score again 
this season. The cereal] outlook was | 
never more promising at this time of 
year. Of the 34,000,000 acres of win- 
ter wheat sown last fall, the agricul- 
tural department’s canvass shows 
33,000,000 acres standing in prime con- 
dition and promising a yield of 520,- 
000,000 bushels with normal success. 
If the spring wheat holds its own with 
average years, the United States will 
have 720,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
the bin in the autumn. 

On government autaority, the aver- 
age of winter wheat, making all allow- 
ances for weather drawbacks, is 4,500,- 
000 greater than in 1902, and the esti- 
mated yield will be 100,000,000 bushels 
in excess of the 1902 crops. The con- 
dition of the growing crop is given as 
15 per cent better this season than 
last, at corresponding date, and 10 per 
cent better than the average of condi- 
tion for past ten years. 

It is estimatea that the grain raised 
on American farms this year will ag- 
gregate the tremendous market value 
of $1,700,000,000. The high price of 
cereals bas encouraged the farmers 
to plant heavily, and never in the 
country’s history was there such agri- 
cultural activity, not in the wheat and 
corn belis alone, but in every state 
of the union. This is especially true 
of the south, where, notwithstanding 
the fact that farming is more diversi- 
fied than ever before, the present cot- 
ton crop promises to be a record- 
breaker both as to, size and price.

These are the first printers to return 
to work since the inauguration of the 
strike, and according to statements made 
yesterday each resumes his former em- 
ployment’ without any conditions what- 
ever being put upon the employer. Colo- 
nel George H. Harrison, president of the 
company, stated yesterday afternoon that 
the printers had returned fo work whol- 
ly in accordance with the terms set 
forth in the card of* Walter H. Grant, 
published in Saturday's Constitution. The 
card in question, is in part as follows: 

“The management of this company only 
agreed to take back its men who were 
to work in the composing rooms as an 
open office, the non-union men now em- 
ployed were to retain their positions, The 
men did not go to work.”’ 

This means that the non-union men at 
present in the employ of the Franklin 
Printing Company will retain their po- 
sitions, which, in some instances, it is 
said, were given them under contract. 

Now that the entering wedge has 
been placed, it is thought ‘possible 
that the strike may be settled altogether 
within a short time, No doubt steps 
will be taken to see if the erhploying 
printers cannot get together, on some 
basis.

How Russia Has Injured Ameri- 
can Interest in China 


Pressure Exerted To Secure Large Or- 
ders for Kussian Firms—Bald- 
win Tells How American 
Cotton Trade Is Being 


Injured. 


Pekin, May 18.—China, in reply to fur- 
ther representations of the United States 
and Japanese ministers, has again point- 
ed out the impossibility of inchud'ng in 
the commercial treaties the opening to 
trade of Manchurian towns, on account 


of Russian opposition. 

The American minister proposes that 
China open Mukden, Parbin and a #mdail 
port at the mouth of Yalu river. 

Cc. C. Baldwin, of New York, a repre- 

sentative of the Southern cotton mills, 
who has investigated the trade condi- 
tions in Manchuria, reports that the 
American cotton trade was increasing 
enormously until recently, when the Rus- 
sians began to exert pressure upon the 
Chinese, amounting to coercion, for or- 
ders for Russian firms amounting to 500,- 
000 bales of goods, which otherwise would 
have gone to America. 
‘Mr. Baldwin says the foreign firms com- 
plain bitterly of the difficulty of conduct- 
ing business under the Russian admin- 
istration and he believes that unless Rus- 
sian absorption of Manchuria is checked 
the United State will be deprived of a 
most promising market for cottons with- 
in a few years.

BRIEF SESSION 


Adjourned on Account of 
Death of Captain George 
H, Hynds. 


No business was transacted by the city 
council yesterday afternoon, the body 
adjourning as a mark of respect to the 
memory of Captain George H. Hynds, 
tather of Councilman John A. Hynds, 
who died Sunday. The matters of busi- 
ness scheduled fér yesterday's meeting 
will be considered at a meeting to be 
held next Monday afternoon. 

Resolutions on the death of Captain 
Hynds were introduced by Councilmen 
Winn and Warren and were adopted. Im- 
mediately on the convening of council 
Councilman Winn called attention to the 
death of Captain Hynds, after which he 
spoke a few words of tribute to the 
deceased and then presented the reso- 
lutions. Alderman J. G. Woodward pre- 
sided, owing to the absence of Mayor 
Pro Tem. M. T. LaHatte. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

“Whereas, Captain George H. Hynds 
departed this lite on May 17 instant, at 
his home, No. 658 Richardson strect, in 
this city, and his funeral obsequies are 
to occur on this day; and, 

“Whereas, Said deceased was the 
father of Hon. John A. Hynds, a mem- 
ber of the general council; and, 

“Whereas, Said deceased in his young 
manhood responded to his country’s call 
and served with conspicuous gallantry 
as an officer in the armies of the con- 
federacy, and since the termination of 
that conflict has discharged with fidelity 
and courage all the duties devolving 
upon him in a long career of civic use- 
fulness. Be it, therefore, 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council: 

‘1. That In the death of Captain George 
Hi. Hynds the city of Atlanta has cause 
to lament the demise of one of her hon- 
ored citizens, in whose life was exempli- 
fied the highest qualities of patriotic 
Christian citizenship. 

‘2? That the sincere sympathy of every 
member of the general council is ex- 
tended to the family of said deceased. 

“2 That as a tribute.of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, the general 
council do now stand adjourned to May 
5 instant, at 3 o'clock p. m. 

“4 That the clerk transmit to the 
family of the deceased a copy of these 
resolutions, duly certified.”’

STEVENS TALKS TO FARMERS. 


Urges Them To Sell Cotton for Fu- 


ture Delivery. 
In his monthly talk to the farmers of 
the state, Commissioner of “Agriculture 


O. B. Stevens says:in part: 

“This has been an unusually backward 
season for our two staple crops. The 
long, continued wet weather delayed 
planting, and in consequence caused 
much despondency among some of our 
farmers. But nature as a genera] rulé 
brings in a compensation somewhere and 
somehow. The backward seasons will 
probably be followed by such conditions 
that during the next two or three months 
by intelligent, well directed labor, ‘as- 
sisted by improved modern machinery, 
all disadvantages may be overcome and 
Georgia retain her high rank as a corn 
and cotton state. 

“The present conditions are about as 
follows: 

“In the counties of north Georgia cot- 
ton planting is well advanced, and in 
some of them about completed; in some 
af the more southern counties of the 
northern belt the cotton is coming up 
and doing fairly well, although in some 
places the stands are poor, owing to con- 
tinuous rains and cool weather. In some 


| places the early corn has poor stands, in 


others it is doing fairly well. 

‘In middle Georgia there are in many 
places complaints that. cotton is being 
retarded by rain and cool nights.and want 
of sunshine, which is true also of corn 
to some extent. At the same time good 
stands of both are reported in many 
places. 

“Southern Georgia reports in some coun- 
ties cotton and corn both coing well, 
others report cotton greatly retarded and 
much of it replanted. 

“Corn is generally reported in good con- 
dition, though in some localities much 
damaged by bud and drill worms. In 
both middle and southern Georgia good 
reports are made concerning sugar cane, 
Looking over the general field, oats are 
doing fairly well, which is for the most 
part true of wheat. Both of these crops, 
however, are in some sections suffering 
from rust. 

“The price of cotton in New York on 
the 12th of May was 12 1-2 cents. The 
November and December cotton sold at 
9 cents a pound, but now that it is out 
of the farmers’ hands, the price has gone 
up. If farmers should now have an op- 
portunity to dispose of the coming crop 
for future delivery at 9 1-2 cents, it 
would probably pay them to sell at that 
price, for, although the season is back- 
ward, there may yet be a good crop, 
and, if a very large one, prices may go 


down. . 

“The middle and south Georgia sugar 
cane is for the most part doing well. 

‘In north Georgia peaches are reported 
as scarce; in middle Georgia from a4 
slight crop to 50 per cent, while apples 
are stated to be plentiful in both sec- 
tions. 

“Strawberries are of superior size and 
flavor and our home markets are full of 
them at 10 cents a quart, while many 
truck farms are sending thousands of 
erates to the north and west. 

“As they are exhausted, dewberries, 
blackberries and raspberries will come in. 
Georgia, already renowned for peaches 
and melons, is coming to the front amang 
the great berry states.

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STOCKS FELL OFF 
SOME YESTERDAY 


Movement of Gold One of the Main 
- Causes. 


MORE DISPOSITION TO SELL 


Stocks Affected by the Northern Se- 
curities Decision Were Sufferers 
in the Selling—Market Closed 
Kasier at Near Lowest 
Point of Day. 


New York, May 18.—There was a very 
considerable liquidation in the stock 
market today. The selling seemed in- 
duced by a crystallization of sentiment 
which has been approaching definite 
formation for some time, but has been 
deferring action in the stock market in 
the hopes of a recovery. There was no 
development to cause a decline except 
the engagement of $2,325,000 of gold for 
export to Europe. This had been quite 
definitely expected and the amount was 
rather less than some of the forecasts, 
There was a slight hardening in the call 
loan rate in response to the gold move- 
ment, but it could not be said Mnat any 
liquidation was forced by a withdrawal 
of credits. The results of the consid- 
eration of the general financial outlook 
over Sunday seemed to favor the plac- 
ing of stop loss orders as a precautionary 
measure below the market than definite 
orders to sell. The opening of the market 
was in fact irregular and a slight de- 
cline was favored by a considerable num- 
ber. The rally persisted after the first 
knowledge of the exports of gold. But 
the report that $200,000 had been deposited 
at the subtreasury for telegrapjec trans- 
fer to New Orleans was followed almost 
immediately by a crumbling of prices 
throughout the list. This evidence that 
the violent cotton speculation is making 
demands upon the money market was 
taken in very ill part by the stock mar- 
ket. It is probable that the decline in 
prices was immediately due to profes- 
sional attacks by the bears, but the 
existence of stop loss orders below the 
rrarket made prices very vulnerable. The 
usual result of a considerable decline is 
now sean in the increased disposition 
to sell merely because prices have de- 
clined. Stocks which have now got lower 
than in last_month’s decline on account 
of the Northern Securities de- 
cision are conspicuous sufferers {n the 
present selling. This is seen in the case 
of St. Paul, New York Central and South- 
«rn Pacific. esvecially. When prices show 
resistance at the same level on a relanse 
efter one recovery, it is the speculative 
theory that effective sunnort has been 
determined on at that point... When the 
mrice goes lower on the second decline it 
is customary for. professional ovnenrators 
to sell it on the theorv that the final 
resting place for the nrice is indefinite. 
Oulte a number of 2dditional. stacks to- 
day hroke through the previous low level 
for the vear. made last month, ‘and 
this fact had a strone Influence on. bear- 
ish sentiment. The dey’s exports of gold 
and the ccntinued firmness of foreign 
evchange are a demonstration that the 
ellotment of the Transvaal loan in Lon- 
den ts not to relleve the ovressure for gold 
abroed as was hoped. The London mar- 
ket itself is now taking atcount of the 
future neriodical requirement for the pav- 
ment of the monthly fnstallments on the 
subscriptions to the loan. The fact that 
a large nortion of the proceeds of the 
loan is payable to continental holders of 
the South African retiroads. which are 
being purchased bv.the colonies, makes 
a prosvective pressure unon London for 
remittanee to continental points. The 
outgo of gold from here is in payment 
of borrowines and Insofar an insurance 
against further pressure.
